TUR.KKY. — The death of the Sultan, and 


the recognition by France of the new king- 
dom of Italy, are the foreign events of the 
week, which will cxcitn the largest share of 
European attention. What effect the death 
of the Sultan will have upon the future ol 
his vast empire, it would be idle, at thi.s 
early stage, to predict. He is to be socreed- 
ed by his brother — a prince in the prime ol 
life, who enjoys the reputation of being a 
stranger to those libidinous and intoxicat- 
ing habits which consigned tho Into Sultan 
to the grave. We may ass well observe, how- 
ever, that in our opinion nothing that he 
can do short of embracing Christianity, 
and all his subjects doing the same thing, 
can save tho Turkish Empire. That em- 
pire, as a Mohammedan power in Europe, 
is doomed. The new Sultan may retard, 
but he cannot prevent, its early dissolution. 
There is one circumstance which should be 
mentioned with regard to the late monarch. 
When fever and famine were ravaging the 
homesteads of Ireland, and Christian char- 
ity doled out relief with a reluctant hand — 
when men who professed to follow the 
Saviour of mankind saw at their feet a peo- 
ple starving and miserable, aud yet scarce- 
ly sympathized with them in their distress, 
the heart of the heathen monarch was 
touched with the mere relation of their con- 
dition, and the munificent gift £10,000 was 
offered for their relief. 
There was a wise 


monitor at his side, who reminded him that 
Victoria, the ruler of this starving nation, 
had given but one-fifth of that sum, and 
that "it would not look respectful to her to 
give a larger amount.'' The remonstrance 
had the effect of limiting this well timed 
charity, and the Sultan's subscription was 
reduced to £1,000. If the enemies of Ire- 
land say that her sons never forgive an in- 
jury, her friends know that they never for- 
get a kindness, and the Sultan hag, no 
doubt, been named in the prayer of many 
a grateful heart. — Liverpool Northern Press. 


KETCJIUM'S REAPER. — The commissioner 


of patents had decided not to extend the 
reaper patent for tho machine known HS 
" Ketchum's Reaper," on the ground that 
Ketchum's assignees have achieved suffi- 
cient reward out of tho patent itself, for the 
value of the invention to the public, and 
because a proper showing as to Kelchum's 
emoluments from the patent was not made.

TURKEY.—The death of the Sultan, and 


the recognition by France of the new king- 
dom of Italy, are the foreign.events of the 
week, which will excite the largest share of 
European attention. What effect the death 
of the Sultan will have upon the future ol 
his vast empire, it would be idle, at this 
early stage, to predict. He is to be succeed- 
ed by his brother—a prince in the prime of 
life, who enjoys the reputation of being a 
stranger to those libidinous and intoxicat- 
ing habits which consigned the late Sultan 
to the grave. We may as well observe, how- 
ever, that in onr opinion nothing .that he 
can do short of embracing Christianity, 
and all his subjects doing the same thing, 
can save the Turkish Empire. That em- 
pire, as a Mohammedan power in Europe, 
is doomed. The new Sultan may retard, 
but he cannot prevent, its early dissolution. 
There is one circumstance which should be 
mentioned with regard to the late monarch. 
When fever and famine were ravaging the 
homesteads of Ireland, and Christian char- 
ity doled out relief with a reluctant hand- 
when men who professed to follow the 
Saviour of mankind saw at their feet a peo- 
ple starving and miserable, and yet scarce- 
ly sympathized with them in their distress, 
the heart of the heathen monarch was 
touched with the mere relation of their con- 
dition, and the munificent gift £10,000" was 
offered for their relief. There . was a wise 
monitor at his side, who reminded him that 
Victoria, the ruler of this starving nation, 
had given but one-fifth of that sum, and 
that " it would not look respectful to her to 
give a larger amount." The remonstrance 
had the effect of limiting this well timed 
charity, and the Sultan's subscription was 
reduced to £1,000. If the enemies of Ire- 
land say that her sons never forgive an in- 
jury, her friends know that they never for- 
get a kindness, and the Sultan has, no 
doubt, been named in the prayer of many 
a grateful heart.—Liverpool Northern Press.

WUftt «un» lire Beet. 


It ia no doubt the desire of every army 


and nation to possess the best implements 
of war, but great uncertainty prevails as to 
which are the roost efficient. The princi- 
ples of operation ami the principles of me- 
chanical construction ombraceu in the va- 
riety of weapons now broH»ht before the 
public, are so different, and the opinions so 
numerous respecting their merits, thut it is 
very difficult to arrive at proper conclusions 
respecting them. A f«w words on this sub- 
ject, to bring the matter intelligently before 
those in authority and the public, may be 
of some service. 


Rilled cannon are now held to he the most 


efficient for artillery purposes. Their aim 
is more accurate and their range much 
greater than the old smooth-bored cannon, 
hence they are more destructive. It now 
seems to be the object of military authori- 
ties everywhere to bring them into general 
use, and if one army is provided with rifled 
cannon, its adversary must obtain similar 
guns or fight tit n great disadvantage. 
For 


close engagements smooth-liou.'d c'nnnon 
must always bo employed for firing grape 
and cannister; therefore1, rifled cannon ure 
the moat efh'etive at long ranges, smooth- 
bored guns must form n liir^e portion of 
the effective artillery belonging to an army 
for action at close quarters. 


There are two special classes of rifled 


cannon, respecting which there ure divided 
opinions among military mcu and others. 
The one has a movablo breech und is load- 
ed at the rear; the other lias a close cylin- 
der behind, and is loaded ut the muzzle. 
It is claimed for the brceuli-Ioaders that 
they can be loaded with less labor, are more 
convenient for receiving shot anil shells, 
and thut expanding shot are r.ot required 
for them. The objection? to them are, thut 
they arc more complicated mid expensive 
in construction than mu/,/,!e-iuaili;i\s, and 
they are more liable to get injured and be- 
come inoperative in action. 


The greater .simplicity of tnimla-londing 


ciiniiOH is ndmittud, but either winged shot 
or expanding shot is required for them. If 
muz/.lc-loading rifled cannon are equally as 
good as breech-loaders, all the sound old 
smooth-bored gun.i in our aiscnals. forts 
and navy yards can be converted into s<;r- 
vicenblo and efficient rifled guns by simply 
grooving their iruidis, tuid this can be ef- 
fected at a very small expense. This is, 
therefore, the important subject for consid- 
eration, as it now divides Iho opinions of 
very able military authorities. 


The English nnd Prussian governments 


have given their countenance to tbo adop- 
tion of breech-loading rifled catuton, nnd 
the Belgian government has recently pro- 
posed to expend nbout $:5,000,000 for the 
re<conslruction of its artillery, adopting the 
Prussian screw-breech guns, which are said 
to be less dangerous in loading, more accu- 
rate in aim, nnd easier loaded thun those 
which are charged ut tho muzzle. On the 
other hand, the French, Russian, Dutch and 
Swedish governments have adopted muzxlc- 
loading rifled cannon, tho Hollanders hav- 
ing converted n number of their old worn- 
out pieces into good rifled guns by n process 
which exhibits genuine economy ixncl con- 
siderable ingenuity. 
In th« arsenals of 


Holland there were a number of six-pound- 
er bronze guim which bud become so defec- 
tive by use that they were condemned to be 
re-melted and re-cuat. A happy thought 
struck one of tho engineer.-!. He proposed 
to clean out the bores and partially (ill them 
ia with a re-casting of bronze metal und 
theu rifle them. This suggestion was car- 
ried out, nnd the old six-pounder defective 
smooth-bored cannon havo been converted 
into rifled guns. By this simple process 
the Dutch have obtained from their old con- 
demned bronze guns as efficient light field 
pieces as those of France and Russia, at 
tbo expenso of only seven dollars for each. 


Those who have advocated the: muzzle- 


loaders and condemned those which are 
charged at the rear, say that the latter have 
been tried and condemned long a<ro—lhat 
they were the earliest claas of guns made, 
therefore they should not receive that at- 
tention which is now bestowed upon them. 
Sudh 11 charge an thia should receive but lit- 
tle consideration, for revolving 
firearms 


were realty among the most early that were 
tried, and in tho Tower of London there is 
a firearm nearly Iwo hundred years old, 
which has a revolving charge, chamber op- 
erated on the same principle as the most 
approved modern revolvers; and yet such 
wtmpona became lost to the public until re- 
vived by the improved Colt pistol, 


Every firearm should he judged upon a 


consideration of its own merits, after re- 
peated trials, and not by the prejudices and 
interesta of any man or party. This is the 
ouly way to arrive at right conclusions re- 
specting tho merits of any piece of mech- 
anism. 


Having paid considerable attention to 


various kinds of guns, we believe that every 
sound gun in our country may be converted, 
at a tiitling expens3, into a good nnd effi- 
cient rifled cannon by tho simple operation 
of rifling. 
We consider it folly to expend 


lar<?e sums in obtaining new rifled cannon 
while old ones can be rendered nearly as 
good as the beat that are made from new 
materials. 


The public has read accounts of the Saw 
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yer, and James, and the Hotuhkifm cannon, 
but the guns which havo received such 
names are common rifled cannon. 
The 


names of the inventors of the peculiar shot 
which were fired with rifled cannon, have 
been transferred to the guns by correspond- 
ents of papers unacquainted with the in- 
ventions. 


In the construction of new rifled cannon 


for loading at the tnuzale, we believe it will 
be found advantageous to employ a screw- 
breech piece, to remain fixed in firing, but 
which, if a shot should get fast in loading, 
may be removed for the purpose of getting 
out the charge easily. Thia method of 
making muzzle-loading cnntion would bn an 
improvement, we believe, and the same prin- 
ciples of construction may also be applied 
with advantage to small arms.

The barbarities practiced by rebels at 


the battle of IJull'a Ktm are unparalleled. 
A private of tint lat Connecticut regiment 
found tv wounded rebel lying in the sun, and 
carried him gently to the shade and gav« 
him a drink from his canteen. The rebel 
revived, and instantly shot his benefactor. 
Another instance where a number of our 
wounded were placed together in the shade, 
were dt-liberutety fitnd upon by the rebel 
cavalry. 


The Michigan regiments at the time 


marched up to one of the heaviest of the rebel 
batteries, which had several times been un- 
successfully charged by the N. Y. Tiro Zou- 
aves, 
They were exposed to a terrible fire 


by artillery and rifles. They, as well as the 
Zouaves, were without support, and after 
three ineffectual attempts, were compelled 
to abandon the effort to take the battery. In 
this charge, Col. Wilcox, who is reported 
wounded and taken prisoner, was reported 
killed. Total number killed of regiment is 
estimated at 40. It is tho general opinion 
of nearly all officers that the loss of tlie en- 
emy IH nearly twice as great RSOIUK. 


Times Despatch says our lost and wound- 


ed will not exceed uQO, though the missing 
will ho three times that number. Tho sur- 
geon in charge of the hospital at Center- 
villu htateH that when he left there yester- 
day morning the rebel pickets were within 
100 rods of the village. There were 120 
men in the hospital when he retired. 


During the fight the rebels carried the

Several fresh rcgimcntd 
were posted in the entrenchments, lying on 
their arms all night, but nothing was HWMI of 
the rebels, they not havinir, \entured beyond 
Centerville.

Richmond. 
About noon long trains of 


baggage wagons were seen going towards 
Murmssus from the enemy's lines, showing 
that they were at that time preparing for a 
backward movement.

REBELLION, JULY ICiu.—Mr. Pomeroy ask- 
ed, and by unanimous consent obtained, 
leave to bring in the following bill; which 
was read twice, and ordered to lie on the 
table and be printed : 


A HILL TO SUmitSS THE SI.AVEUOI.DKlts' UK" 


BELI.ION. 


WHEREAS, by article first, section eight, 


of the Constilution of the United States, 
Congress has power to provide for the com- 
mon defense and general welfare of the 
United Stales, " to raise and support ar- 
mies," to make rules for the government 
and regulation of the land and naval forces, 
"to provide for the calling forth of the mili- 
tia to execute the laws of the Union," " to 
suppress insurrection and repel invasion,'' 
and to make all laws which whall be uecci- 
sary and proper for carrying into execution 
the foregoing powers ; and whereaa the cre- 
ation of the Union by the people of the orig- 
inal thirteen states was a mutual pledge of 
both people and states to a republican form 
of government, guaranteed to each by the 
united force of all; and whereas in securing 
this end, if to repel the encroachments of 
despotic institutions from without be the 
well settled policy of this American govern- 
ment, much more is it essential to its self- 
preservation that, in "providing for the gen- 
eral welfare," the united government should 
crush from the soil of the Union every germ 
of despotism that threatens its liberties 
and whereas- slavery in this republic has 
culminated in a formidable rebellion, which 
threatens the liberties of the whole nation 
and whereas the rise of the stave power 
within itu limits proves how utterly incom 
patible with republican institutions is evo.ry 
form of despotism ; und whereas the great 
question bolero the nation, which it is cull- 
ed upon to settle now—and settle forever— 
once for all, and for which the loyal peo- 
ple and states of this country %rc pouring 
out their blood and lavishing their treasure, 
is, whether American slavery shall die or 
American freedom shall live ; therefore, by 
virtue of the Constitution, us herein >el 
forth, und as a great military necessity forc- 
ed upon us by this rebellion— 
lie it enacted by tht Senate and House f>f 


Representatives of the United States nj 
America in Conyrevs assembled, 
That, from and after the passage of this 


act, there shall be no (slavery or involunta- 
ry servitude in any of the states of thia Un- 
ion that claim to have acceded from the 
government, and are in open and armed re- 
sistance to tho execution of the laws nnd 
the provisions of the Coustitution of the 
United States. 


SEC. 2. And be it further enacted, That 


immediately upon the passage of this act, 
the President of tho United States Khali 
cause hia proclamation to tie issued, eeUing 
forth the immediate and unconditional 
emancipation ot all persona held as slaves 
in any of the aforesaid states, under the 
laws thereof. And also ordering nil offi- 
cers to give protection to nil such emanci- 
pated slaves, and accnpt the services of nil 
who may tender them in behalf of the gov- 
ernment, if in the judgment of such ofiictrs 
such services shall be useful or necessary to 
the prosecution of the war.

SPIES AT WASHINGTON.—One of

From the Scientific American. 


•What. Guns are Best. 


It is no doubt the desire of every army 


and nation to possess the best implements 
of war, but great uncertainty prevails as to 
which are the most efficient. 
The princi- 


ples of operation and the principles of me- 
chanical construction embraced in the va- 
riety of weapons now brought before the 
public, are so different, and the opinions so 
numerous respecting their merits, that it is 
very difficult to arrive at proper conclusions 
respecting them, A few words on this sub- 
ject, to bring the matter intelligently before 
those iu'authority 'and the public, may be 
of some service. 


Rifled cannon, are now held to be the most 


efficient for artillery purposes. Their aim 
is more accurate, and their range much 
greater than the old smooth-bored cannon, 
hence they are more destructive. It now 
seems to be.tbe,object of military authori- 
ties everywhere to bring them into general 
use, and _if one army is'provided with rifled 
cannon, its adversary ir.ust obtain similar 
guns or fight at a great disadvantage. For 
close engagements smooth-bored nannon 
must always be employed for firing grape 
and cannister; therefore, rifled cannon-are 
the most effictive at long ranges, smooth- 
bored guns must-form a large portion of 
tbe effective artillery belonging to an army 
for action at close quarters. 


There are two special classes of rifled 


cannon, respecting which there are divided 
opinions among military men and others. 
The one has a movable breech and is load- 
ed at the rear; the other has a close cylin- 
der behind, and is loaded at the muzzle. 
It,is claimed for the breech-loaders that 
they can be loaded with leas labor, are more 
convenient for receiving shot and shells, 
and that expanding shot are not required 
for them. The objections to them are, that 
they arc more complicated and expensive 
in construction than muzzle-loaders, and 
they are more liable to get .injured and be- 
come inoperative in action. 


The greater simplicity of muzzle-loading 


cannon is admitted, but cither winged shot 
or expanding shot is required for them. If 


;muzzJe-loading rifled cannon are equally as 
good as breech-loaders, all the sound old 
smooth-bored guns in our arsenals, forts 
and navy yards can be converted into ser- 
viceable and efficient rifled guns by simply 
grooving their insidcs, and this can be ef- 
fected at a very small expense. This is, 
therefore, the important subject for consid- 
eration, as it now divides the opinions of 
very able military authorities. 


The English and Prussian governments 


have given their countenance to the adop- 
tion of breech-loading rifled cannon, and 
the Belgian government has recently pro- 
posed to expend about $3,000,000 for the 
•re-conslruction of its artillery, adopting the 
Prussian screw-breech guns, which are said 
to be less dangerous in loading, rr.ure accu- 
rate in aim, and easier loaded than those 
which are charged at the muzzle. 
Ou the 


other^haud, the French, Russian, Dutch and 
Swedish governments have adopted muzj.le- 
loading rifled cannon, the Hollanders hav- 
ing converted a number of their old worn- 
out pieces into good rifled guns by a process 
which exhibits genuine economy and con- 
siderable ingenuity. 
In the arsenals of 


Holland there were a number of six-pound- 
er bronze gunn which had become so defec- 
tive by use that they were condemned to be 
re-melted and re-cast. A happy thought 
struck one of the engineers. He proposed 
to clean out the bores and partially fill'thum 
in with a re-easting of bronze metal and 
then rifle them. This suggestion was car- 
ried out, and the old six-pounder defective 
smooth-bored cannon have been converted 
into rifled guns. By this simple process 
the Dutch have obtained from their old con- 
demned bronze guns as efficient light field 
pieces as those of France and Russia, at 
the expense of only seven dollars for each. 


Those who have advocated the muzzle- 


loaders and condemned those which are 
charged at the rear, say that the latter have 
been tried and condemned long ago—that 
they were the earliest class of guns made, 
therefore they sho.uld not receive that at- 
tention which is now bestowed upon them. 
Sudh a charge as this should receive but lit- 
tle consideration, for revolving firearms 
were really among the most early that were 
tried, and in the Tower of London there is 
a firearm nearly two hundred years old,

large auras in obtaining new rifled cannon 
while old ones can be rendered nearly as 
good as the best that are made from new 
materials. 


The public has read accounts of the Saw- 


yer, and James, and the Hotchkiss cannon, 
but the guns which have received such 


. 


names of the inventors of the peculiar shot 
which were fired with rifled cannon, have 
been transferred to the guns by correspond- 
ents of papers unacquainted with the in- 
ventions, 


In the construction of new rifled cannon 


for loading at the muzzle, we believe it will 
be found advantageous to employ a screw- 
breech piece, to remain fixed in firing, but 
which, if a shot should get fast in loading, 
may be removed for the purpose of getting 
out the charge easily. 
This method of 


making muzzle-loading cannon would be an 
improvement, we believe, and the same prin- 
ciples of construction may also be applied 
with advantage to small arras.

The barbarities practiced by rebels at 


the battle of Bull's Run are unparalleled. 
A private of the 1st Connecticut regiment 
founfl a wounded rebel lying in the sun. and 
carried him gently to the shade aud gave 
him a drink from his canteen. The rebel 
revived, and instantly shot his benefactor. 
Another instance where a number of our 
wounded were placed together in the shade, 
were deliberately fired upon by the rebel 
cavalry. 


The Michigan regiments at the time 


marched up to one of the heaviest of the rebel 
batteries, which had several times been un- 
successfully charged by the N. Y. Fire Zou- 
aves.

REBELLION, JULY 16ra—Mr. Pomeroy ask- 
ed, and by unanimous consent obtained, 
leave to bring in the following bill; which 
was read twice, and ordered to lie on the 
table and be printed : 


A BILL TO SUPPRESS THE SLAVEHOLDERS' «E" 


BELLION. 


WHEREAS, by article first, section eight, 


ol the Constitution of the United States. 
Congress has power to provide for the com- 
mon defense and general welfare of the 
United States, " to raise and support ar- 
mies," to make rules for the government 
and regulation of the land and naval forces 
"to provide for the calling forth of the mili- 
tia to execute the laws.of the Union," " to 
suppress insurrection and repel invasion." 
and to make all laws which shall be neceE- 
sary and proper for carrying into execution 
the foregoing powers ; and whereas the cre- 
ation of the Union by the people of the ord- 
inal thirteen states was a mutual pledge of 
both people aud states to a republican form 
ot_ government, guaranteed to each by the 
united force of all; and whereas in securing 
this end, if to repel the encroachments of 
despotic institutions from without be the 
well settled policy of this American govern- 
ment, much more is it essential to its self- 
preservation that, in "providing for the gen- 
eral welfare," the united government should 
crush from the soil of the Union every geria 
of despotism that threatens its liberties; 
and whereas slavery in this republic bas 
culminated in a formidable rebellion, which 
threatens the liberties of the whole nation : 
and whereas the rise of the slave power 
within its limits proves how utterly incom- 
patible with republican institutions is every 
form of despotism ; and whereas the great 
question beiere the nation, which it is call- 
ed upon to settle now—and settle forever— 
once for all, and for which the loyal peo- 
ple and states of this country are pouring 
put their blood and lavishing their treasure, 
is, whether American slavery shall die or 
American freedom shall live ; therefore, by 
virtue of the Constitution, as herein set 
forth, and as a great military necessity forc- 
ed upon us by this rebellion- 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 


Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, 
That, from and after the passage of this 


act, there shall be no slavery or involunta- 
ry servitude in any of the states of this Un- 
ion that claim to have seceded from the 
government, and are in open and armed re-

The following letters from members in 


the Janesvillc Volunteers iu the Second 
Wisconsin regiment will be read with inter- 
est i\t this time. Private Smith's letter is 
dated tho day before the great battle, and 
directed to J. A. White of this city ; and a 
part of Corporal Hamilton's is dated the 
day after tho first encounter with the enemy, 
Thursday, near Ceulcrville. 


UNION MILLS, July 20tb. 


We left Camp Peck, July 16th, with three 


days ratiuus, (or the field of battle. The 
first day was u march of ten miles, and we 
took one prisoner. Tho next day our di- 
vision murched on Fairfax, the troopa and 
citixens fleeing without firing a shot. The 
United States soldiers tearing down and 
burning buildings in Fairfax, having a long 
train of abuses to pay up. 


On tho 17th we marched through Ger- 


mantown, the rebels running away ; and 
the next day, the 18th, marched one mile 
from Centerville, and camped; rations were 
short and wero obliged to kill cattle for sup- 
per. 


At noon on that day (Thursday) cannon- 


ading commenced ihreo m'.Iea from our 
carnp. The rebels had a heavy embank- 
ment in a valley, which, runa five miles to 
Manassas. At 2 p. m- we were rallied out 
and marched at double quick time to tho 
scene of action, in tho woods, where the 
cannon balls were flying fast and whizzing 
over our heads. 
Wo formed a line of bat- 


tle, after arriving at the woods, but were oi 
no service, as we were too far from the ac- 
tion for our musket bulls to reach them. — 
All we could do was to lie down in the 
brush, A ball came into the La Crosse 
company, taking one man's leg off, who 
died next morning. Company D is all 
alive yet. 


We were then marched two miles back. 


After Major Sherman had silvuiudd their 
buttery we took another road aud camped. 
I tbink the enemy hold their position, but 
with a £ real lo<s. 
We have been reinforc- 


ed with heavy artillery arid cavalry. To- 
morrow, Sunday, we will givo them n double 
charge.

EDITOBS GAZETTE: — We left Arlington 


Heights to-duy at three o'clock P. M., with 
Sherman's Battery tit the head of our brig- 
ade. 
Thero wero four regiments of us — 


ono Scotch regiment, one from Rochester, 
New York, one from the city of Now York, 
and ourselved — be.sidcs the artillery. Be- 
fore we had gone far otlior brigades joined 
ua until wo were twelve thousand strong. — • 
At sundown, fit the crossing of a road, the 
fourth brigade, principally composed ol 
Michigan regiments, live thousand in num- 
ber, joined u.s. At their head was Col. 
liichurdrion, of the Michigan volunteers, 
iind by birf sido was his beautiful wife, who 
ishnres with her husband the dangers of tho 
war. 


When w« arrived at Vienna, where the 


Ohio regiment was fired into while in the 
carrf, we found the town deserted, the peo- 
ple having left for Fairfax a few hours be. 
fore. 
On arriving at Fairfax we turned 


into a field, stacked our guns aud laid down 
besides them. Wo left our tents at Ar- 
lingtoti Heights, •with a few men to guard 
them, aud theiefore camped in the open air, 


The following Janesville men were left at 


Arlington Heights, not lit for service: — 
Win. H. Fuote, P. Wilcox, Wm. C. Smith, 
A. B. Kimbtil), A. Stickuey, A. B. Heath, 
John Bristovv, Geo. Looaze and R. P. Bar- 
rett ; with Woods to attend to the sick. 


July 17lh. — At two o'clock this morning 


tho bugle sounded and we shouldered musk- 
ets and marched, for Gormantown, not far 
from [Fairfax. There were several thou- 
sand rebels there this morning before we 
camo up, who all left except two men lying 
in a house sick, who were not disturbed. 


We have three days food in our haver- 


sacks — hard biscuit and beef — and whenev. 


t>r we can wo make contraband of pigs, 
calves and poultry, for fresh meat. 
Our 


company got two pigs and a calf this mor- 
ning. 


Wherever we pnss houses, wo fiud them 


.Inserted. The goods which arc left are 
treated rather roughly by our soldiers. 


Germantown is fortified by earthworks, 


upon which wo planted tho Star Spangled 
IJannor, giving the old flag three cheers. 
We were very thirsty and in ten minutes 
md drank nil the wells dry in the town. — 
As we leave tbo village it is on fire ; and 
at tbu cross roads wo wero joined by eight 
thousand more troopa. We then marched 
:iv% miles ; took one man prisoner and cap- 
tured five horses. At sun down we halted, 
ind more soltliurs camo up, consisting of 
artillery and cavalry. 


Wo had not been a great while at this 


joint when our men found the rebel quar- 
er-master's hou.io, where lie had been a few 
lours before, 
llo leU all his stores, with 


two negroes iu charge. The darkies de- 
iiverotl up the provisions to us, consisting 
of pork, iish, tea, coffee and flour. 
We al- 


so captured six sheep, four bogs and a num- 
ber of the funtliprpd race. This was a glo- 
rious beginning for u supper, which the 
negroes cooked for us with a good will. 


Jrr.Y 18th. — Our regiment is on the 


mnrch. with sixty-tour cannon, one thou- 
sand horsemen, find eighteen thousand men. 
It is a grand and beautiful sight. We halt- 
ed at Centerville fortifications lor refresh- 
ments to be sent up. The rebels left here 
early this morning. Our men raised the 
stars and stripes on tbo rebel fort with 
cheers that shake the ground. This is the 
best rebel fort we 1m ve seen yet. It is built 
of earth, anil is on a hill like Mount Zioti 
on Hock Prairie. There is no timber with 
in a half a mile of it. 


The weather is very hot and we have on 


our heavy clothing which we got at Madi- 
son,leavit»g our new clothes at Arlington: 
nud we brought no change of shirts or socks. 
We IHO heavy clothed on this march, for 
lying out at night, us, I said before, we did 
not bring our tents. Field officers, cap 
taitr* and .soldiers lie down at night, with 
nothing but the starry heavens above them. 


Tho rebels are in full flight and our 


mounted cavalry have gone to watch them. 


Tho health of the Janeaville company is 


as good as can be expected. Sergeant G. 
F. Saunders was very sick yesterday, but is 
a good deal better to-day. Saundera is the 
pride of our regiment and we cannot get 
along without him, 


Lieut, A. B. McLean, Saundera and my- 


self had better luck than usual last night— 
we got under a tree which kept the dew 
from us. The night before we slept iu a 
fence corner, which gave bat little shelter. 


Two O'CLOCK P. M. 


Orders to march.—cannon firing ahead— 


our men excited. Orders—doable-quick, 
march, Wisconsin Second.

gagement at Bull's Run:

We left camp near Fort Corcoran at 2 P. 


M. 10th inst., and marched to Vienna, tea 
miles. The next day, 17th, wo marched to 
Germantown back of Fairfax Court-House, 
the enemy rotiring before us. From Ger- 
mantown we marched 3 or 4 miles, to with- 
in 2 miles of this place where we encamped 
yesterday till about 2 P. M., when the head 
of the column engaged the enemy 3 miles 
from camp. Our column is about 20,000 
strong now, and will be 50,000 in a day or 
so, Geu. McDowell, commander-in-chief, 
but we are in Sherman's brigade and in 
Gen. Tyler's Division. 
We were then 


marched at a " double quick'1 or rather a 
run to the place where the fight waa going 
on. 


The enemy were strongly posted back of 


Bull's Hun, and bad batteries planted so as 
to rake us pretty effectually, some of them 
being masked. The enemy came out to- 
ward the head of our column, and after an 
exchange of shots retired when they were 
pursued at a charge bayonet. This proved 
to be a mere ruse, for when our men were 
within a few feet they opened their masked 
battery with great effect. 
But our balteriea 


soon got into position and replied with great 
effect. 
We do not know, or rather I do not 


know how many were killed or wounded on 
either side. Last night it was rumored that 
we had lost .'100 or 400 men, now it is said 
to be 40 killed and GO wounded, and this I 
think too large. But nil I have written 
thus far of the battle is from other's descrip- 
tion—I saw nothing of it. 


Ab I said before, we went down 3 miles 


at a tremendous pace, cheering all the way 
and in high glee till we got got just in front 
of their batteries and in the edge of a wood. 


The cannon balls were singing all around 


and above us a briak tune, wliilo we drew 
up in line of battle, nnd quietly posted our- 
selves, expecting every moment to be led 
where we could ace the enemy and get a 
shot at them. We remained under this fire 
three quarters of an hour, the men all as 
at a breakfast. Most of the balls passed 
over our heads. We had but four casual- 
ties and those all in company B., the La- 
Crosse company, and 1 tbink all from one 
rifled cannon. One man had his leg shot 
off near the thigh. He died this morning. 
One had his ancle broken, and one was 
blinded by tho stones the ball threw up as 
it entered the ground. I have not learned 
what the fourth injury was. 
But through 


it all every man was quiet and cool, and did 
not budge an inch. Old soldiers say this 
waa a more trying position than to have been 
where we could have replied. So much for 
the fight. That over, the enemy still main- 
taining their position, wo were marched 
back again and took another road down to 
the present camp. 


It is said that we took the first road by mis- 


take and that we should have taken the one 
wo are now on. Immense trains of artil- 
lery bavo come up, and to-night we sleep on 
our arms. Whether we mareh to-night or 
not I do not know. We have all had a good 
rest todny, and are ready for work. We 
sleep in the open air in our blankets, and 
bave good rest. I am in excellent health. 


Lieut. Col. Baker, of the rebel army is 


within a hundred rods of us, the fa:nily left 
before wo ccme up, leaving n home which 
shows all the evidences of wealth^ luxury, 
and refinement.

The next day onr di- 
vision marched on Fairfax, the troops and 
citizens fleeing without firing a shot. The 
United States soldiers tearing down and 
burning buildings in Fairfax, having along 
train of abuses to pay up.

regiment in this city. The same consider- 
ate favor was extended to several of the un- 
married men in the company, and all were 
thereby enabled to make a brief visit to 
families and friends before their departure 
to their post of duty and charge.

acts, under such circumstances, attach offi- 
cers and men by stronger cords than the 
strict enforcement of a harsh discipline.

At noon on that day (Thursday) cannon- 


ading commenced three miles from our 
camp. The rebels had a heavy embank- 
ment in a valley, which runs five miles to 
Manassas. At 2 p. in- we were rallied out 
and marched at doable quick time to the 
scene of action, in the woods, where the 
cannon balls were flying fast and whizzing 
over our heads. Wa formed a line of bat- 
tle, after arriving at the woods, but were of 
no service, as we were too far from the ac- 
tion for our musket balls to reach them.— 
All we could do was to lie down in the 
brush. A ball came into the La Crosse 
company, taking one man's leg off, who 
died next morning. Company D is all 
alive yet. 


We were then marched two miles back. 


After Major Sherman had silunced their 
battery we took another road and camped. 
I think the enemy hold their position, but 
with a great loss. 
We have been reinforc- 


ed with heavy artillery and cavalry. To- 
morrow, Sunday, we will give them a double 
charge.

CAMP FAIRFAX, July 16th. 


EDITORS GAZETTE :—We left Arlington 


Heights to-day at three o'clock P. M., with 
Sherman's Battery at the head of our brig- 
ade. There were four regiments of us— 
one Scotch regiment, one from Rochester, 
New York, one from the city of New York, 
and ourselves—besides the artillery. Be- 
fore we had gone far other brigades joined 
us until we were twelve thousand strong.— 
At sundown, at the crossing of a road, the 
fourth brigade, principally composed of 
Michigan regiments, five thousand in num- 
ber, joined us. At their head was Col. 
Richardson, of the Michigan volunteers, 
and by his side was his beautiful wife, who 
shares with her husband the dangers of the 
war. 


When we arrived at Vienna, where the 


Ohio regiment was fired into while in the 
cars, we found the town deserted, the peo- 
ple having left for Fairfax a few hours be. 
fore. 
On arriving at Fairfax we turned 


into a field, stacked our guns and laid down 
besides them. We left our tents at Ar- 
lington Heights, with a few men to guard 
them, and therefore camped in the open air. 


The following Janesville men were left at 


Arlington Heights, not fit for service:— 
Wm. H. Foote, P. Wilcox, Wm. C. Smith, 
A. B. Kimball, A. Stickney, A. B. Heath, 
John Bristow, Geo. Looaze and R. P. Bar- 
rett ; with Woods to attend to the sick. 


July 17th.—At two o'clock this morning 


the bugle sounded and we shouldered mask- 
ets and marched for Germantown, not far 
from [Fairfax. 
There were several thou- 


sand rebels there this morning before we 
came up, who all left except two men lying 
in a house sick, who were not disturbed. 


We have three clays food in our haver- 


sacks—hard biscuit and beef—and whenev. 
er we can we make contraband of pigs, 
calves and poultry, for fresh meat. 
Our 


company got two pigs and a calf this mor- 
ning. 


Wherever we pass houses, we find them 


deserted. The goods which are left are 
treated rather roughly by our soldiers. 


Germantown is fortified by earthworks, 


upon which we planted the Star Spangled 
Banner, giving the old flag three cheers. 
We were very thirsty and in ten minutes 
had drank all the wells dry in the town.— 
As we leave the village it is on fire ; and 
at the cross roads wo were joined by eight 
thousand more troops. We then marched 
fivS miles ; took one man prisoner and cap- 
tured five horses. At sun down we halted, 


Letter from Capt. Kly.

.extracts from a private letter received from 
Captain Ely written just after the first en- 
gagement at Bull's Eun:

We left camp near Fort Corcoran at 2 P. 


M. 16th inst., and marched to Vienna, ten 
miles. The next day, 17th, we marched to 
Germantown back of Fairfax Court-House, 
the enemy retiring before us. From Ger- 
mantown we marched 3 or 4 miles, to with- 
in. 2 miles of this place where we encamped 
yesterday till about 2 P. M., when the head 
of the column engaged the enemy 3 miles 
from camp. Our column is about 20,000 
strong now, and will be 50,000 in a day or 
so, Gen. McDowell, commander-in-chief, 
but we are in Sherman's brigade and in 
Gen. Tyler's Division. 
We were then 


marched at a " double quick" or rather a 
run to the place where the fight was going 
on. 


The enemy were strongly posted back of 


Bull's Bun, and had batteries planted so as 
to rake us pretty effectually, some of them 
being masked. The enemy came out to- 
ward the head of our column, ancUafter an 
exchange of shots retired when they were 
pursued at a charge bayonet. This proved 
to be a mere ruse, for when our men were 
within a few feet they opened their masked 
battery with great effect. But our batteries 
soon got into position and replied with great 
effect. 
We do not know, or rather I do not 


know how many were killed or wounded on 
either side. Last night it was rumored that 
we had lost 300 or 400 men, now it is said 
to be 40 killed and 60 wounded, and this I 
think too large. But all I have written 
thus far of the battle is from other's descrip- 
tion—I saw nothing of it. 


As I said before, we went down 3 miles 


at a tremendous pace, cheering all the way 
and in high glee till we got got just in front 
of their batteries and in the edge of a wood. 


The cannon balls were singing all around 


and above us a briak tune, while we drew 
up in line of battle, and quietly posted oar- 
selves, expecting every moment to be led 
where we could see the enemy and get a 
shot at them. We remained under this fire 
three quarters of an hour, the men all as 
at a breakfast. Most of the balls passed 
over our heads. We had but four casual- 
ties and those all in company B., the La- 
Crosse company, and 1 think all from one 
rifled cannon. One man had his leg shot 
off near the thigh. 
He died this morning. 


One had his ancle broken, and one was 
blinded by tho stones the ball threw up as 
it entered the ground. I have not learned 
what the fourth injury was. But through 
it all every man was quiet and cool, and did 
not budge an inch. Old soldiers say this 
was a more trying position than to have been

ROUTES OF THE REGIMEXTS.—The 5th, 


which passed through this city to-day, will 
go east by way of the Michigan Southern 
road. 


The Gth leaves Madison on Saturday, and 


and more soldiers came up, consisting of 
artillery and cavalry. 


We had not been a great while at this 


point when our men found the rebel quar- 
ter-master's houise, where he had been a few 
hours before. He left all his stores, with 
two negroes in charge. The darkies de- 
livered up the provisions to us, consisting 
of pork, fish, tea, coffee and flour. We al- 
so captured six sbeep, four hogs and a num- 
ber of the feathered race. This was a glo- 
rious beginning for a supper, which the 
negroes cooked for us with a good will. 


JULY 18th.—Our regiment is on the 


march with sixty-four cannon, one thou- 
sand horsemen, and eighteen thousand men. 
It is a grand and beautiful sight. 
We halt- 


ed at Centerville fortifications for refresh- 
ments to be sent up. The rebels left here 
early this morning. Our men raised the 
stars and stripes on the rebel fort with 
cheers that shake the ground. This is the 
best rebel fort we have seen yet. It is built 
of earth, and is on a hill like Mount Zion 
on Rock Prairie. 
There is no timber with 


iu a half a mile of it. 


The weather is very hot and we have on 


our heavy clothing which we got at Madi- 
son,leaving our new clothes at Arlington: 
and we brought no change of shirts or socks. 
We use heavy clothes on this march, for 
lying out at night, as, I said before, we did 
not bring our tents. Field officers, cap- 
tains and soldiers lie down at night, with 


where we could have replied. So much for 
the fight. That over, the enemy still main- 
taining their position, we were marched 
back again and took another road down to 
the present.camp. 


•It is said that we took the first road by 
mis- 


take and that we should have taken the one 
we are now on. Immense trains of artil- 
lery have come up, and to-night we sleep on 
our arms. Whether we march to-night or 
not I do not know. We have all had a good 
rest to-day, and are ready for work. We 
sleep in the open air in onr blankets, and 
have good rest. I am in excellent health. 


Lieut. Col. Baker, of the rebel army is 


within a hundred rods of us, the family left 
before we came up, leaving a home which 
shows all the evidences of wealth,, luxury, 
and refinement.

TURKEY.—The death of the Sultan, and 


the recognition by France of the new king- 
dom of Italy, are the foreign events of the 
week, which will excite the largest share oi 
European attention. What effect the death 
of the Sultan will have upon tbe future oi 
his vast empire, it would be idle, at this 
early stage, to predict. He is to be succeed- 
ed by hia brother—a prince in the prime ol 
life, who enjoys the reputation of being a 
stranger to those libidinous and intoxicat- 
ing habits which consigned the late Sultan 
to the grave. 
We may as well observe, how- 


ever, that in our opinion nothing that he 
can do short of embracing Christianity, 
and all his subjects doing the same thing, 
can save the Turkish Empire. That em- 
pire, as a Mohammedan power in Europe, 
is doomed. The new Sultan may retard, 
but he cannot prevent, its early dissolution. 
There is one circumstance which should be 
mentioned with regard to the late monarch. 
When fever and famine were ravaging the 
homesteads of Ireland, and Christian char- 
ity doled out relief with a reluctant hand- 
when men who professed to follow the 
Saviour of mankind saw at their feet a peo- 
ple starving and miserable, and yet scarce- 
ly sympathized with them in their distress, 
the heart of the heathen monarch was 
touched with the mere relation of their con- 
dition, and the munificent gift £10,000 was 
offered for their relief. There was a wise 
monitor at his side, who reminded him that 
Victoria, the ruler of this starving nation, 
had given but one-fifth of that sum, and 
that " it would not look respectful to her to 
give a larger amount/' The remonstrance 
had the effect of limiting this well timed 
charity, and the Sultan's subscription was 
reduced to £1,000. If the enemies of Ire- 
land say that her sons never forgive an in- 
jury, her friends know that they never for- 
get a kindness, and the Sultan has, no 
doubt, been named in the prayer of many

SNUBBIKG THE CONFEDERATE COKSTITU- 


tion.—The people of Georgia were required 
to rote, on the 2d inst., on the ratification 
of the confederate constitution, and the re- 
sult shows a cold indifference to that form 
of government which they are said to be so 
enthusiastically supporting that we were 
not prepared to see. The Savannah Sen- 
tinel says:— 


The returns of the election of the 2d, in 


relation to the ratification of the new con- 
stitution, show a very meagre vote, and 
that tbe people cared almost nothing abont 
the matter. In Bainbridge no election was 
held, and the Snmter Republican and Car- 
terville Express make no mention of any 
election in Sumter and Cass. So far as 
heard from the vote stands : for ratification 
1,654, against 944—majority 740. 


How THE NEWS WAS RECEIVED AT CAMP 


RANDALL.—The Madison Journal says:— 
" Thenews of the repulse of Gen. McDow- 
ell hag produced no dispiriting effect upon 
the volunteers at Camp Randall. On the 
contrary, it has increased their desire to be 
transferred without delay to the scene of 
active service. The announcement that 
ihey were to leave for Washington on 
Wednesday was received with deafening 
cheers by the 5th regiment. The boys 
threw np their caps, and hurrahed with the 
wildest enthusiasm. These demonstrations 
were subsequently followed by considerable 
hard swearing concerning the panic in Gen. 
McDowell's army, and the delay of General 
Patterson."

MONSTROUS FREIGHT TRAIN.—The 


largest train of loaded carsjthat ever enter- 
ed Chicago, came in over the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad on Sunday evening, empracing 
90 cars—over half a mile in length, con- 
taining abont 900 tons of grain, for the 
Chicago market. 


It is no doubt the desire of every arm1 


and nation to possess the best implement 
of war, but great uncertainty prevails as tc 
which are the-most efficient. 
Tbe princi 


pies of operation and the principles of me 
chanical construction embraced in the va 
riety of weapons now broaght before th 
public, are so different, and the opinions so 
numerous respecting their merits, that it is 
very difficult to arrive at proper conclusions 
respecting them. A few words on this sub 
ject, to bring the matter intelligently before 
those in authority 'and the public, may br 
of some service. 


Rifled cannon are now held to be the mos 


efficient for artillery purposes. 
Their aim 


is more accurate and their range much 
greater than the old smooth-bored cannon 
hence they are more destructive. 
It ncm 


seems to be the .object of military author! 
ties everywhere to bring them into general 
use, and if one army is provided with riflec 
cannon, its adversary ir.ust obtain similar 
guns or fight at a great disadvantage. 
For 


close engagements smooth-bored cannon 
must always be employed for firing grape 
and cannister; therefore, rifled cannon'are 
the most effictive at long ranges, smooth- 
bored guns must-form a large portion of 
tbe effective artillery belonging to an army 
for action at close quarters. 


There are two special classes of rifled 


cannon, respecting which there are divided 
opinions among military men and others. 
The one has a movable breech and is load- 
ed at the rear; the other has a close cylin- 
der behind, and is loaded at the muzzle. 
It is claimed for the breech-loaders that 
they can be loaded with less labor, are more 
convenient for receiving shot and shells, 
and that expanding shot are not required 
for them. The objections to them are. thai 
they are more complicated and expensive 
in construction than muzzle-loaders, and 
they are more liable to get injured and be- 
come inoperative in action. 


The greater simplicity of muzzle-loading 


cannon is admitted, but either winged shot 
or expanding shot is required for them. If 
muzzle-loading rifled cannon are equallv as 
good as breech-loaders, all the sound old 
smooth-bored guns in our arsenals, forts 
and navy yards can be converted into ser- 
viceable and efficient rifled guns by simply 
grooving their insides, and this can be ef- 
fected at a very small expense. 
This is, 


therefore, the important subject for consid- 
eration, as it now divides the opinions of 
very able military authorities. 


The English and Prussian governments 


have given their countenance to the adop- 
tion of breech-loading rifled cannon, and 
the Belgian government has recently pro- 
posed to expend about §3,000,000 for tbe 
re-consi ruction of its artillery, adopting the 
Prussian screw-breech guns, which are said 
to be less dangerous in loading, more accu- 
rate in aim, and easier loaded than those 
which are charged at the muzzle. Ou the 
other hand, the French, Russian, Dutch and 
Swedish governments have adopted rnuzile- 
loading rifled cannon, tbe Hollanders hav- 
ing converted a number of their old worn- 
out pieces into good rifled guns by a process 
which exhibits genuine economy and con- 
siderable ingenuity. 
In the arsenals of 


Holland there were a number of six-pound- 
er bronze guns which had become so defec- 
tive by use that they were condemned to be 
re-melted and re-cast. A happy thought 
struck one of the engineers. He proposed 
to clean out the bores and partially fill ilium 
in with a re-casting of bronze metal and 
then rifle them. This suggestion was car- 
ried out, and the old six-poauder defective 
smooth-bored cannon have been converted 
into rifled guns. By this simple process 
the Dutch have obtained from their old con- 
demned bronze guns as efficient light field 
pieces as those of France and Russia, at 
the expense of only seven dollars for each. 


Those who have advocated the muzzle- 


loaders and condemned those which are 
charged at the rear, say that the latter have 
been tried and condemned long ago—that 
they were the earliest class of guns made, 
therefore liey should not receive that at- 
tention which is now bestowed upon them. 
Sudh a charge as this should receive but lit- 
tle consideration, for revolving firearms 
were really among the most early that were 
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Last Night's Report. 


SPIES AT WASHINGTON.—One of 
the 


causes of the disastrous defeat near Manas- 
sag was doubtless the thorough acquain- 
tance of the rebels with the movements at 
Washington, by means of spies. Mr. Ray- 
mond writes to the New York Times of the 
effects left at Fairfax by the flying seces- 
sion troops: 


One discovery was made of some signifi- 


cance. Gen. McDowell has had the topo- 
graphical engineers under his charge em- 
ployed for several weeks in preparing very 
minute and accurate .maps of this portion 
of the state. It had been brought to a very 
high state of perfection, and was particular- 
ly valuable from the fact that no good maps 
of this county have ever before been made. 
A few photographic copies of this map 
were made a few days since for the nse of 
the war department and of the officers en 
gaged in the movement. One of these 
maps was found in the camp of the Pal- 
metto Guards. Of course it could have 
come there only through the treachery of 
eome person holding responsible position 
in our government. 


THE PAPACT.—The Pope, according to 


information received at Paris, has signed 
an instrument creating a commission of 
five prelates, who shall have authority, in 
case of need, to elect a new provisional 
Pope, without convoking the college of car- 


tried, and in the Tower of London there is 
a firearm nearly two hundred years old, 
which has a revolving charge chamber op- 
erated on the same principle as the most 
approved modern revolvers; and yet such 
weapons became lost to the public until re- 
vived by the improved Colt pistol. 


Every firearm should be judsed upon a 


consideration of its owu merits, after re- 
peated trials, and not by the prejudices and 
interests of any man or party. This is the 
only way to arrive at right conclusions re- 
specting the merits of any piece of mech- 
anism. 


Having paid considerable attention to 


various kinds of guns, we believe that every 
sound gun in our country may be converted, 
at a trifling expense, into a good and effi- 
cient rifled cannon by the simple operation 
of rifling. We consider it folly to expend 
large sums in obtaining new rifled cannon 
while old ones can be rendered nearly as 
good as the best that are made from new 
materials. 


The public has read accounts of the Saw- 


yer, and James, and the Hotchkiss cannon, 
but the guns which have received such 
names are common rifled cannon. The 
names of the inventors of the peculiar shot 
which were fired with rifled cannon, have 
been transferred to the guns by correspond- 
ents of papers unacquainted with the in- 
ventions. 


In the construction of new rifled cannon 


for loading at the muzzle, we believe it will 
be found advantageous to employ a screw- 
breech piece, to remain fixed in firing, but 
which, if a shot should get fast in loading, 
may be removed for the purpose of getting 
out the charge easily. This method of 
making muzzle-loading cannon would be an 
improvement, we believe, and the same prin- 
ciples of construction may also he applied 
with advantage to small arms.

The barbarities practiced by rebels at 


the battle of Bull's Run are unparalleled. 
A private of the 1st Connecticut regiment 
found a wounded rebel lying in the sun, and 
carried him gently to the shade and gave 
him a drink from his canteen. 
The rebel 


revived, and instantly shot bis benefactor. 
Another instance where a number of our 
wounded were placed together in the shade, 
were deliberately fired upon by the rebel 
cavalry. 


The Michigan regiments at the time 


marched up to one of the heaviest of the rebel 
batteries, which had several times been un- 
successfully charged by the N. Y. Fire Zou- 
aves. They were exposed to a terrible fire 
by artillery and rifles. They, as well as the 
Zouaves, were without support, and after 
three ineffectual attempts, were compelled 
to abandon the effort to take the battery. In 
this charge, Col. Wilcox, who is reported 
wounded and taken prisoner, was reported 
killed. Total number killed of regiment is 
estimated at 40. It is the general opinion 
of nearly all officers that the loss of the en- 
emy is nearly twice as great as ours.

A BILL TO SUPPRESS THE SLAVEHOLDERS* «E 


BELLI02T. 


WHEREAS, by article first, section eigh 


of the Constitution of the United States 
Congress has power to provide for the com 
mon defense and general welfare of th 
United States, " to raise and support a 
mies," to make rules for the governmeu 
and regulation of the land and naval forces 
"to provide for the calling forth of the mil 
tia to execute the laws of the Union," " t 
suppress insurrection and repel invasion, 
and to make all laws which shall be neces 
sary and proper for carrying into executio 
the foregoing powers; and whereas the ere 
ation of the Union by the people of the ori" 
inal thirteen states was a mutual pledge c 
both people and states to a republican form 
of government, guaranteed to each by th 
united force of all; and whereas in securing 
this end, if to repel the encroachments « 
despotic institutions from without be th 
well settled policy of this American govern 
ment, much more is it essential to its sell 
preservation that, in "providing for the gen 
eral welfare," the united government shouk 
crush from the soil of the Union every germ 
of despotism that threatens its liberties 
and whereas, slavery in this republic baa 
culminated in a formidable rebellion, which 
threatens the liberties of the whole nation 
and whereas the rise of the slave powe 
within its limits proves how utterly incom 
patible with republican institutions is ever 
form of despotism ; and whereas the grea 
question belere the nation, which it is call 
ed upon to settle now—and settle forever— 
once for all, and for which the loyal p<?o 
pie and states of this country are pouring 
out their blood and lavishing their treasure 
is, whether American slavery shall die or 
American freedom shall live ; therefore, bj 
virtue of the Constitution, as herein sei 
forth, and as a great military necessity fore 
ed upon us by this rebellion— 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House o, 


Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, 
That, from and after tbe passage of this 


act, there shall be no slavery or involnnta 
ry servitude in any of the states of this Un- 
ion that claim to have seceded from tbe 
government, and are in open and armed re 
sistance to the execution of the laws and 
the provisions of the Constitution of the 
United States. 


SEC. 2. And be it further enacted, That 


immediately upon the passage of this act, 
the President of the United States shall 
cause his proclamation to be issued, setting 
forth the immediate and unconditional 
emancipation ot all persons held as slaves 
in any of the aforesaid states, under the 
laws thereof. And aho ordering all offi- 
cers to give protection to all such emanci- 
pated slaves, and accept the services of all 
who may tender them in behalf of the gov- 
ernment, if in the judgment of such officers 
such services shall be useful or necessary to 
the prosecution of the war. 


The direct taxation bill, is reported, im 


poses a tax of $30,000,000 on real estate 
and slaves, distributed through the states 
and territories. The necessary assessors 
and collectors are provided for.

also proposes to tax stills, boilers, and oib- 
er utensils used in distilling spiritous liqucirs 
fifteen ceuts on every gallon of capacity.

The following letters from members in 


the Janesville Volunteers in the Second 
Wisconsin regiment will be read with inter- 
est at this time. Private Smith's letter is 
dated the day before the great battle, and 
directed to J. A. White of this city; and a 
part of Corporal Hamilton's is dated the 
day after the first encounter with the enemy, 
Thursday, near Centerville. 


UNION MILLS, July 20th. 


We left Camp Peck, July 16th, with three 


days rations, for the field of battle. The 
first day was a march of ten miles, and we 
took one prisoner. The next day our di- 
vision marched on Fairfax, the troops and 
citizens fleeing without firing a shot. The 
United States soldiers tearing down and 
burning buildings in Fairfax, having a long 
train of abuses to pay up. 


On the 17th we marched through Ger- 


mantovn, the rebels running away; and 
the next day, the 18tb, marched one mile 
from Centerville, and camped; rations were 
short and were obliged to kill cattle for sup- 


as good as can be expected. Sergeant G. 
F. Sannders was very sick yesterday, but is 
a good deal better to-day. Saunders is the 
pride of our regiment and we cannot get 
along without him. 


Lieut. A. B. McLean, Saunders and my- 


self had better luck than usual last night— 
we got under a tree which kept the dew 
from us. The night before we slept in a 
fence corner, which gave bat little shelter.

Letter from Capt. Bly. 


Arrival of tfce Regiment. 


per, 


We are permitted to make the following 


extracts from a private letter received from 
Captain Ely written just after the first en- 
gagement at Bull's Run : 


The fifth regiment arrived in this city to- 


day at 2 o'clock, in two trains of cars. A 
very large number of our citizens were 
gathered at the depot before the trains ar- 
rived, and as they came np,they were receiv- 
ed with hearty cheers and huzzas. Our cit- 
izens had prepared a liberal supply of pro- 
visions, which were passed into each car in 
abundant quantities. Owing to the pressing 
duties preparatory to a departure from 
camp, the regiment left Madison without 
any dinner, and the excellent quality of the 
food prepared for it here was enjoyed with 
an appearance of satisfaction about which 
there could be no hypocrisy. 


Our citizens certainly deserve much 


praise for the liberality with which they 
contributed to this object. 
What was fur- 


nished was of the best quality, such as 
would have been provided for an entertain- 
ment at their own tables, while it was more 
than sufficient for the entire regiment. 


A large crowd surrounded the cars as- 


signed to Capt. Wheelers company. There 
were some sad leave-takings witnessed there, 
but generally the spirit manifested was that 
of cheerfulness and confidence in the suc- 
cess of the cause they are serving. The 
Harmony Guard, in its gay uniform, with a 
band of music and beautiful flag, was pres- 
ent. 


This regiment deserves all the praise ev- 


er bestowed upon it, and is equal to any of 
the fine corps which have preceded it from 
this state. 


A KIKD ACT.— Col. Cobb yesterday gave 


a fnrloogh to all the married men in the 
Jane-sville company, until the arrival of the 
regiment in this city. The same consider- 
ate favor was extended to several of the un- 
married men in the company, and all were 
thereby enabled to make a brief visit to 
families and friends before their departure 
to their post of duty and charge. Such 
acts, under such circumstances, attach offi- 
cers and men by stronger cords than the 
strict enforcement of a harsh discipline. 
The granting of these furloughs, aside from 
its humane character, was also a strong tes- 
timonial of confidence in the men to whom 
they were issued. A desertion would be 
easy, if any one sbonld choose to attempt 
it, but such men are not the kind who com- 
mit such a crime. 
, 


At noon on that day (Thursday) cannon- 


ading commenced three miles from our 
camp. The rebels had a heavy embank- 
ment in a valley, which runs five miles to 
Manassas. At 2 p. m- we were rallied out 
and marched at double quick time to the 
scene of action, in the woods, where the 
cannon balls were flying fast and whizzing 
over our heads. W« formed a line of batr 
tie, after arriving Rt the woods, but were of 
no service, as we were too far from the ac- 
tion for onr musket balls to reach them.— 
All we could do was to lie down in the 
brush. A ball came into the La Crosse 
company, taking one man's leg off, who 
died next morniug. Company D is all 
alive yet. 


We were thea marched two miles back. 


After Major Sherman had silenced their 
battery we took another road and camped. 
I think the enemy hold their position, but 
with a great loss. We have been reinforc- 
ed with heavy artillery and cavalry. To- 
morrow, Sunday, we will give them a double 
charge.

EDITORS GAZETTE :—We left Arlington 


Heights to-day at three o'clock P. M., with 
Sherman's Battery at the head of our brig- 
ade. There were four regiments of us— 
one Scotch regiment, one from Rochester, 
New Tork, one from the cily of New York, 
and ourselves—besides the artillery. Be- 
fore we had gone far other brigades joined 
us until we were twelve thousand strong.— 
At sundown, at the crossing of a road, the 
fourth brigade, principally composed of 
Michigan regiments, five thousand in num- 
ber, joined us. At their head was Col. 
Richardson, of the Michigan volunteers, 
and by his side was his beautiful wife, who 
shares with her husband the dangers of the 
war.

company got two pigs and a calf this mor- 
ning. 


Wherever we pass houses, we find them 


deserted. The goods which are left are 
treated rather roughly by our soldiers. 


Germantown is fortified by earthworks, 


upon which we planted the Star Spangled 
Banner, giving the old flag three cheers. 
We were very thirsty and in ten minutes 
had drank all the wells dry in the town.— 
As we leave the village it is on fire; and 
at the cross roads we were joined by eight 
thousand more troops. We then marched 
fivf miles ; took one man prisoner and cap- 
tured five horses. At sun down we halted, 
and more soldiers came up, consisting of 
artillery and cavalry. 


We had not been a great while at this 


point when our men found the rebel quar- 
ter-master's house, where he had been a few 
hours before. lie left all his stores, with 
two negroes in charge. The darkies de- 
livered up the provisions to us, consisting 
of pork, fish, lea, coffee and flour. We al- 
so captured six sheep, four hogs and a num- 
ber of the feathered race. This was a glo- 
rious beginning for a supper, which the 
ne<roes cooked for us with a good will. 


JULY 18th.—Our regiment is on the 


march with sixty-four cannon, one thou- 
sand horsemen, and eighteen thousand men. 
It is a grand and beautiful sight. We halt- 
ed at Centerville fortifications for refresh- 
ments to be sent up. The rebels left here 
early this morning. Our men raised the 
stars and stripes on the rebel fort with 
cheers that shake the ground. This is the 
best rebel fort we have seen yet. It is built 
of earth, and is on a hill like Mount Zion 
on Rock Prairie. There is no timber with 
in a half a mile of it. 


The weather is very hot and we have on

We left camp near Fort Corcoran at 2 P. 


M. 16th inst., and marched to Vienna, ten 
miles. The next day, 17tb, we marched to 
Germantown back of Fairfax Conrt-House, 
the enemy retiring before us. From Ger- 
mantown we marched 3 or 4 miles, to with- 
ic 2 miles of this place where we encamped 
yesterday till about 2 P. M., when the head 
of the column engaged the enemy 3 miles 
from camp. Our column is about 20,000 
strong now, and will be 50,000 in a day or 
so, Gen. McDowell, commander-in-chief, 
but we are in Sherman's brigade and in 
Gen. Tyler's Division. 
We were then 


marched at a " double quick" or rather a 
run to the place where the fight was going 
on. 


The enemy were strongly posted back of 


Bull's Run, and had batteries planted so as 
to rake us pretty effectually, some of them 
being masked. The enemy came out to- 
ward the head of our column, and: after an 
exchange of shots retired when they were 
pursued at a charge bayonet. This proved 
to be a mere ruse, for when our men were 
within a few feet they opened their masked 
battery with great effect. But our batteries 
soon got into position and replied with great 
effect. We do not know, or rather I do not 
know how many were killed or wounded on 
either side. Last night it was rumored that 
we had lost 300 or 400 men, now it is said 
to be 40 killed and 60 wounded, and this I 
think too large. But all I have written 
thus far of the battle is from other's descrip- 
tion — I saw nothing of it. 


At, I said before, we went down 3 miles 


at a tremendous pace, cheering all the way 
and in high glee till we got got just in front 
of their batteries and in the edge of a wood. 


The cannon balls were singing all around 


and above us a brisk tune, while we drew 
up in line of battle, and quietly posted our- 
selves, expecting every moment to be led 
where we could see the enemy and get a 
shot at them. We remained under this fire 
three quarters of an hour, the men all as 
at a breakfast. Most of the balls passed 
over our heads. We had but four casual- 
ties and those all in company B., the La- 
Crosse company, and 1 think all from one 
rifled cannon. One man had his leg shot 
off near the thigh. 
He died this morning. 


One had his ancle broken, and one was 
blinded by the stones the ball threw up as 
it entered the ground. I have not learned 
what the fourth injury was. But through 
it all every man was quiet and cool, and did 
not budge an inch. Old soldiem say this 
was a more trying position than to have been 
where we could have replied. So much for 
the fight. That over, the enemy still main- 
taining their position, we were marched 
back again and took another road down to 
the present camp. 


It is said that we took the first road bymis- 


take and that we should have taken the one 
we are now on. Immense trains of artil- 
lery have cosne up, and to-night we sleep on 
our arms. Whether we march to-night or 
not I do not know. We have all had a good 
rest to day, and are ready for work. We
